As 
we entered, Mr. Ball said to a man sta- 
tionedlis guard at tho-gate: 'Who is 
your'commander?' The sentry pointed 
to aivold man with gray locks, stooping 
down looking at something on the 
ground. 'That is the man,' said he. 
Brown, who was quite near, hoard tho 
remark and straightened up, exclaim- 
ing:" 'You have heard of John Brown, of 
Kansas?' 
" Ball replied: ' I have.' 
" • I am that man,' said Brown. ' I 
have como to free tho negroes—peace- 
fully if I can, forcibly If I must.1 


" ' Very well.' replied Bjill. 
"Brownsaid: 'Gentlemen, you can

was an old looking man, fifty-nino years 
of ago, and stood about five foot nine, 
or ten inches.

his hair was rather long. Ho had a 
piercing hazel eye, and his whole 
countenance was expressive of groat 
determination. 
He was rather thin, 


and slender of build, with quite long 
legs. He stooped forward from tho 
hips while walking. Ho woro » heavy 
beard; dressed in a light-colored frock 
coat. An otter-skin cap adorned his 
head, and the thick cap was tho means 
of'saving his life, afterwards, when tho 
engine uouso was stormed by troops 
and Lieutenant Green struck him over 
the head with a sword.

By this 
time troops, both regular and malitia, 
had arrived from Washington, Balti- 
more aud other places, to the number 
of about fivo hundred.

Much comfort may be secured, by 


keeping tho house cool in the hot days. 
Tliis may bo dono bv closing all tho 
windows about eight o'clock in tho 
morning and opening thorn only after 
six in tho cvoning; dark grcon window 
shades being inside of the white ones 
will keep out the heat of tho sun, and 
tho darkness will drive out tho flics.

If the cellar windows aro open in tho 
day-time and tho warm air let in a largo 
quantity of moisture comes in with tho 
hot air and is deposited like dowon tho 
collar walls and floor. This encourages 
mold, and in a few days the collar is 
impregnated with mildew. The cooler 
night air contains less inolsturo, and if 
a bushel''Of fresh liihp: is. kept in tho 
collar it will absorb, a great quantity of 
moisture from tho air aiid keop the cel- 
lar dry. A bushel of lime weighing 
eighty pounds will absorb twenty-seven 
pounds of water before it becomes at all 
damp. A peck of it will absorb more 
than six pounds, and a pock is very 
manageable. When it is slaked dpwn 
to a p'owdor and appears' very moist it 
can bo taken away and frosh lime sup- 
plied. Ten cubic foot of air saturated
